BEAUTIFUL 


Men, women and children all suffer for 
the sake of beauty. 
The latter are made 
to suffer by wearing as fashion or fond 
mammas may decree, their little legs bare 
in winter, hair falling over their eyes in a 
straight bang, and I know of one mother 
who kept the 
eyelashes of her baby 
cnt short until he wa3 able to walk. 
Another mother tied her child’s ears close 
down for years, so that they would grow 
not only small, b at nestle snugly to the 
head. 
Others bandage the ankles and tie 
up the fingers, so that they will taper, 
while of the Chinese children it is almost 
too dreadful 
to speak. 
They undergo 
various Btages of torture, commencing at 
the age of 2 years. 
First, the four toes 
are forced under the ball of the foot 
and 
bonnd 
iu 
that 
position 
until 
they lose their articulation and ident­ 
ity as limbs, and become amalgamated 
with the sale of the foot. 
The Becond part 
of the operation is a torturs so terrible that 
sickly children frequently die under it. 
The sole of the foot is curvtd into the 
shape of a bow, bringing the great toe and 
heel tegethcr as near as possible. 
The 
natives of the W estern Pacific, who have 
naturally dark hair, wear ft a9 light as 
they can make it by the aid of the caustic 
ash obtained from burned coal. 
The 
Venetian ladies used to spread their locks 
in the sun to bleach them. 
As to shaving, savages are about as 
peculiar as the General who shaved every 
morning during the retreat from Moscow. 
We have often read of the discomfort they 
were obliged to undergo by shaving the 
head with a shell or hard piece of flint, or 
how 
it 
was necessary for a friend to 
sit on the head of a savage when he is be­ 
ing shaved, and how the favor is recipro­ 
cated when the accommodating party’s turn 
comes.

are said to be visited by nocturnal visitors 
of a not very agreeable kind, who, with 
threatening gestures, scare their sleeping 
victims. 
The (Jaribs, when subjected to 
hideous dreams, often on awakening have 
declared that the demon Maboya has ill- 
treated and beaten them in their sleep, af­ 
firming that they could even still feel the 
effects of his rough treatm ent. 
Hence, in 
the early days of Christianity, the idea 
found favor in many eyes that the demon 
of nightmare was one of the means which 
Satan employed for molesting and seducing 
human souls. 
Persons, therefore, whose 
clumbers had been broken by impure and 
unholy dre*mf, were believed to have been 
unconsciously under the influence of Satan’B 
sway, and to have indulged in sinful de­ 
sires and inclinations. 
Among the many tales which illustrate 
the theory of the nightm are as being a de­ 
mon, we may briefly relate a N etherlandish 
one, which is a fair example of others of 
a sim ilar kind. 
Two young men were in 
love w ith tbe same lady. 
One of them , be­ 
ing torm ented every night by a nightm are, 
eought advice from his rival, who took ad­ 
vantage of his act of confidence, and gave 
him the subjoined piece of treacherous ad­ 
vice : “ H old a sharp kuife w ith the point 
tow ard your breast, and you’ll never see 
the m ara again.” 
H is comrade thanked 
him, b u t cn retnrning to his rest he 
thought it as well to be on tbe safe side, 
and so held the knife handle downw ard. 
Consequently, when at m idnight the mara 
m ade her accustomed visit, instead of forc­ 
ing th e kDife into his breast she cu t herself 
badly, and escaped from the room m aking 
a terrible noise. 
The legend unfortunately 
does not tell ns the issue of this tragic af­ 
fair, b u t we can only hope th a t the young 
man revenged himself on his false and m a­ 
licious rival by prom ptly m arrying the 
young lady.—[G entlem an'a Magazine.

THE DESERT LAND ACT. 
Some of the U istern papers continue to 
misrepresent the Desert Land Act, and as­ 
sert that its operation in California has keen 
prejudicial to the public interest. It is, 
therefore, necessary to state once more that 
this representation is not warranted by the 
facts. The simple truth is that the largest 
tracts of land taken up in this State under 
the provisions of the Act could not have 
been utilized in any other way. They were 
desert land beyond a cavil. Bleak and 
bare, arid, treeless and without vegetation 
of any kind, a thousand acres of them were 
not sufficiently productive to subsist a sin. 
gle family of jack-rabbits. And so these 
lands would have continued to remain for 
a geological eon, if irrigation had not been 
applied to them. But because of their 
original aridity no poor settler could ever 
have located them for that or any other 
purpose. Capital was required to cultivate 
them, and it was only by irrigating exten­ 
sive areas that the undertaking could be 
rendered profitable. The capital which 
has bean expended under the Desert Land 
Act in Kern county is a distinct gain to the 
State, every dollar of it. Bat for the 
Desert Land Act no single aere of that 
area could have been made productive. 
No settler was robbed of it, for no settler 
would have taken it as a gift. The capi­ 
talist alone couid deal with it, and the bill 
in question made it possible to enlist his 
aid. The result has been eminently benefi­ 
cial to the county aud to the State. It 
bas resulted in large additions to the 
fertile area wf the State. It has brought 
thousands of aeres undtr, cultivation which 
could not have been cultivated under any 
other conditions. It lja3 harmed no man. 
It has taken nothing which could have 
been utilizad by the settler. 
It bis in 
fact been a distinct and emphatic benefit 
to the community, and the Eastern jour­ 
nals which continue to make statements to 
the contrary either do not know what they 
are writing about, or are allowing them­ 
selves to be deceived by interested persons 
who are themselves probably veteran land 
thieves. 
MR. G L iB SrO jE ^ OBSTDUCY. 
Mr. Gladstone, it is stated, still refuses 
to make any official representation to 
Russia regarding the treatment of the 
Jews in that country. He will not even 
concede the slight courtesy of forwarding 
the very respectful and temperate remon­ 
strance which has been drawn np by the 
most distmgnished English citizens of all 
creeds and callings, on this question. It is 
impossible to understand Mr. Gladstone’s 
position on this subject. The man who 
wished to drive the Turks out of Europe 
“ bag and baggage" because of the Bulga­ 
rian Atrocities, and who was moved to 
such a passion of indignation by those cru­ 
elties as to seem almost beside himself 
with righteous wrath and insulted human­ 
ity, stands by with folded arms while the 
Russian Jews are being exposed to pre­ 
cisely similar atrocities, and will not even 
express so much indirect sympathy with 
the victims as consists with forwarding a 
remonstrance in their behalf to the Russian 
Government. If t is is the converse of 
“ Jingoism," give us Beacsnsficld’a pol­ 
icy before Gladstone's, a thousand times 
ever. 


CHILE AND PERU. 
It seems probable now that the Wash­ 
ington Government will pursue a conserva­ 
tive policy with regard to Chile and Pern, 
and that no further effort will be made to 
dictate to the former the character of the 
terms it shall make with the latter. The 
truth is, however, that the United States 
hai been made to play a most absurd, 
blundering and irrational part in this case. 
During the period when its kind offices 
wonld have done some real good to Peru, 
and when it might have prevented the 
completo crushing of the latter, it re­ 
mained inactive. 
Suddenly, when tbe 
mischief had been done, and the con­ 
quered country was absolutely helpless, 
our Government developed a most aston­ 
ishing fit of activity, and sent two envoys 
respectively to Chile and Peru who could 
probably not be surpassed for their unfit­ 
ness. Between Hurlbat, Kilpatrick and 
Secretary Blaine, a most amazing pro­ 
gramme was rapidly developed. Hurlbut 
began by evolving from his inner con­ 
sciousness a new code of international law. 
He gravely informed the Chilean Govern­ 
ment that a conqueror had no right to ex­ 
act a territorial indemnity until he 
had failed to obtain a money i 
pensation. And he further declared (and 
not without warrant in his instructions) 
that his Government expected Chile to 
forego all demands for the cession of 
Peruvian territory. Astonished at this lan­ 
guage the Chileans in their perplexity 
injudiciously appealed to Kilpatrick, and 
he at once reassured them by declaring that 
Hurlbut was entirely without authority to 
say what he had done. Of course Chile 
ought to have appealed to the United 
States Government directly, and not to 
General Kilpatrick, but the consequence 
of Hurlbut’s statements had been to make 
thePeruvians believe thatthe United States 
had determined to eome to their assist­ 
ance, and on the strength of this belief 
they became so bold that the arrest of 
Calderon, thoir provisional President, was 
almost forced upon the Chileans. This 
arrest, however, was interpreted by the 
State Department as a deliberate insult 
to the United States, and Mr. Blaine at 
once instructed Trescott to proceed to the 
scene of the difficulty, and to demand an 
immediate liberation of CalderoD, on pain 
of prompt suspension of diplomatic rela­ 
tions. In this way we were drifting into 
war with Chile at a pretty swift pace. 
In fact it seems probable now that war 
could not have been avoided had not a 
change of administration occurred at this 
juncture. As to whether President Arthur 
was fully informed concerning Mr. Blaine’s 
proceedings, th9 evidence thus far made 
public fails to determine. Certainly the 
presumption is that he knew what was 
passing, and certainly it was his duty to 
keep himself thoroughly informed respect­ 
ing it. His friends cannot help him at all 
by pretending that he was kept in igno- 
rauco of what Blaine was doing, and for 
the sufficient reason that Biaine conld not 
have so kept him in ignorance unless he 
had been culpably indifferent to what the 
State Department was doing. The Presi­ 
dent will have to bear his share of the 
blame that attaches to the whole of this 
catalogue of diplomatic blunders, and his 
supporters may as well realize that fact at 
once. It will Bave them from making the 
matter worse than it is by advancing 
excuses which really aggravate the origi­ 
nal offense. But it is none the less true 
that Mr. Blaine managed (or mismanaged) 
the whole case up to the point of Trescott’s 
second instructions, and it Í3 true that if 
war had followed his truculent orders, he 
would have been chiefly accountable for it. 
No doubt Hurlbut and Kilpatrick made 
the muddle ten times worse than it origi­ 
nally was, but Biaine must be held respon­ 
sible for their incapacity also, since after it 
had become notorious he obstinately re­ 
tained them in the very positions where 
they were certain to do the most mischief. 
They ought to have been recalled at once. 
Their conduct had become scandalous long 
before the crisis occurred, and it was per­ 
fectly apparent to all but the head of the 
State Department that they were utterly 
unfit appointments. Bath, however, were 
old politicians, and so they were retained, 
though Blaine had to be continually taking 
them to task and lecturing and instructing 
them. With the change of administration 
all this necessarily came to an end. Kil­ 
patrick died, and Hurlbut has been re­ 
called. Trescott has been instructed to 
abandon all offensive and dictatorial posi­ 
tions, and in the end Chile will be no doubt 
suffered to finish her work in her own way. 
And her necessities will evidently oblige 
her to take Peruvian territory. As to a 
money indemnity, it is out of the ques­ 
tion, for Peru is impecunious and bank­ 
rupt. Her principal sources of revenue, 
namely, Ihe nitrate mines and the gusno 
islands, are already mortgaged to European 
creditors, and in taking them Chile will 
have to guarantee these creditors the pay­ 
ment of their interest. The most serious 
difficulty, however, is the absence of any 
stable Peruvian Government. The Chile­ 
ans are maintaining Eome kind of order 
where they are in occupation, but else­ 
where the country is in a state of anarchy. 
All this might have been prevented by 
the United States if it had been taken in 
time, but the opportunity for advantageous 
mediation was allowed to pass away, and 
when the attempt at intervention was 
made it was too late to eflect anything. 
At present it seems questionable whether a 
stable state of society can be restored in 
Peru, at least for soma time to come. All 
business and industry have ceased. Protec­ 
tion to life and property has been with­ 
drawn. 
Society has literally dissolved, 
and the character of the populace is such 
that it must be very hard to reconstruct an 
ordered Government from the residuum. 
Perhaps the best thing the Administration 
can do now is to let the whole matter drop. 
Perhaps annexation to Chile affords the 
only chance of recovery to the people of 
Peru. In any event American interference 
in this unhappy contest bas been so un­ 
fortunately timed and managed as to have 
done positively more harm than good, and 
it has been so conspicuous a failure that our 
credit in South America cannot but have 
been diminished by the strange spectacle of 
diplomatic fiascos we have exhibited to the 
world in this connection. 


arrangement which has for its basis the as­ 
sumption that they are mere ciphers, and 
that their only function is to work out the 
enormous debt which 
the extrava­ 
gance, sensuality and monstrous corrup­ 
tion of their rulers has entailed upon the 
country. Christian England has for many 
years been supplying the Pashas of Egypt 
with enormous sums, three-fourths of 
which all the world knew to be 
worse than wasted. 
Her capitalists 
and investors have seen how these 
wretched despots were pledging the 
industry of millions of human beings 
for generations in order to obtain farther 
funds wherewith to pamper their degrad­ 
ing sensuality and their shameless pro­ 
fusion ; but there has never been a doubt 
expressed by Christian England as to the 
morality of the transaction, and now she 
is under solemn pledges to invade Egypt 
with her armiek and to shoot down the 
Egyptians who have the audacity-to ex­ 
press a preference for independence over 
continued submission to one of the most 
grinding tyrannies on the face of the earth. 
The Egyptians want home rule. They 
demand freedom from foreign control. 
They claim the right to elect their own 
rulers, and to enfranchise themselves from 
the slavery to which the Khedives have 
undertaken to sell them. W hat will the 
Liberal Government of Mr. Gladstone do 
in these circumstances ? When Napoleon 
imposed his yoke upon Spain, England 
thought it her duty to espouse the cause of 
Spanish nationalism. 
Is she now to 
reverse her ancient policy, and to appear 
as the enslaver of Egypt ? The money- 
powcr is arrayed against the poor Egyp­ 
tians. 
The sentiment of Mark Lane is 
against them. 
The creditors of Egypt 
are prepared to consign the Fellahs 
to eternal servitude, rather than relinquish 
their claims. And when it is a question 
of the purse, England can be very callous, 
as instance the Chinese opium war. Yet it 
is a difficult problem to solve. If the Egyp­ 
tian National party is determined, foreign 
intervention for the support of the present 
system may easily be made to merge into 
annexation; but here the question of 
French demands comes in to complicate 
matters, and though France has to some 
extent been paid in advance in freedom 
from interruption regarding her Tunis am­ 
bitions, she shows plain indications of a de­ 
sire to hold on to Egypt also. The views 
of Germany also mnstbe sought. Bismarck 
cannot be left out of such calculations. 
And altogether the situation is one which 
threatens almost as serious difficulties and 
embarrassments as that of Ireland. Were 
it not for the money question it might be 
settled without much trouble, but the Khe­ 
dive’s creditors insist npon having all that 
is nominated in the bond, and they are 
very likely to control the situation. 


NEW MEXICO AS A STATE. 


THE METROPOLIS. 


We fully concur in the opinion of the 
Congressman referred to in a recent dis­ 
patch, that it would be a great blunder tp 
admit New Mexico to the Union. Of all 
the Territories that one may be said to 
possess the fewest claims to admission. A 
very large proportion of the population 
consists of men of mixed Spanish and 
Indian blood, who neither Epeak English 
nor understand American institutions. In 
fact to make such a Territory a State would 
be almost equivalent to admitting one of 
the South American sham republics into 
the Union. The business of making new 
States ought to be proceeded with very 
cautiously henceforward, moreover. The 
question cf population should be fully con­ 
sidered, to begin with. States with sparse 
population are almost certain to become 
rotten boroughs in politics. Their repre­ 
sentation in Congress is bought and sold. 
They can be employed to fortify interests 
which are antagonistic to those of the 
commonwealth. They produce venality 
and irresponsibility in politics. They in­ 
crease the clamor and scrambling for office. 
They encourage misgovern men t aud corrup­ 
tion in many ways. Congress should bs 
very careful how it admits new States 
until the Territories have become better 
settled and more mature generally.

THE CASE O? EGYPT. 
The cisc of Egypt looms up as a fresh 
European embarrassment. England and 
France have entered intoa joint agreement 
which binds them to iuttrfere forcibly for 
tbe protection of the Khedive in the event 
of either internal or external trouble. 
The National party in Fgvpt, which em­ 
braces the entire army aud all the Egyp­ 
tian people, hai declared against the con­ 
tinuation of the hybrid system of foreign 
control at preheat in operation. Egypt is 
now governed as to its fiuances by a num­ 
ber of English and French officials, who 
quarrel among themselves and with the 
Khedive’s officers, and who have been 
growing more unpopular continually. The 
Egyptian people are naturally hostile to an 


Some marvelously rich specimens of gold 
ore have been found in the Gold Flat Eu­ 
reka mine of this district.—[Nevada Trans­ 
cript. 
The development in Albion, says the 
Eureka Sentinel of Tuesday, mentioned 
in Sunday’s issue, continues to hold its 
own, and work upon it progresses. From 
the company’s office we learn that at last 
advices the drift had penetrated the ore 
several feet, aad it presented the appear­ 
ance of holding oat, though the theory 
prevails that there is a cave near by, but 
in what direction could not be ascertained. 
Mining in the vicinity of the lava beds 
at Oroville is being carried on to a much 
greater extent this winter than for a num­ 
ber of years past. The ground has to be 
stripped to a depth of from five to fifteen 
feet, and usually these holes are so full of 
water that the Chinamen are forced to 
leave thsm. This winter the case is differ­ 
ent, for, there being but little rain, they 
are not molested, and are taking out a 
large amount of gold dust.—[Mercury. 
The O’Cmnor or East Eureka mine, lo­ 
cated at Udíoü Hill, about two miles east 
of Gra=s Valley, has Deen bonded by a 
Grass Valley company, with Geo. Fletcher 
at the head. This property has been in 
litigation for some time, and has recently 
fallen into the hands of the Pacific Iron 
Works Company, of San Francisco, which 
company had a claim against the O Connor 
company for machinery, etc. The O’Con­ 
nor is east of the Idaho, and is no doubt an 
extension of that famous ledge.—[Grass 
Valley Free Lance. 
Yesterday the workmen at the Cold 
Spring mine struck the gravel channel, and 
the prospects are very encouraging. The 
owners feel somewnat jubilant, and antici- 
i pate soon making some rich developments 
m their mine. We hope they will, as they 
have been very energetic and have kept up 
work for a long time. The present tunnel 
is in 1,360 feet, and three years’ time has 
been consumed in running it. The stock­ 
holders have expended considerable money, 
and it is now time they were getting some 
return.—[Nevada Transcript, February 2d. 
Wednesday morning an upraise forty feet 
from the breast of the Cold Spring tunnel 
opened into the pay channel after being 
carried up a distauce of twenty fonr feet. 
The deposit is broken quartz and prospects 
well in gold. Toe owners wiil immediately 
proceed with the systematic developments 
of their mine. The Cold Spring claim is 
about two and a balf miles east of tbe city, 
on the Washington ridge, and is owned by 
well known business men and miners resid­ 
ing here. They have been working there 
over twelve years, expending in the neigh­ 
borhood of §40 000; they have sunk inclines 
and tunneled at various points, discovering 
in the ridge two parallel channels—one of 
washed gravel and the other of broken 
quartz. The Utter was worked for awhile 
tdrough an incline, and about §10.000 taken 
out; but this method of operating was so 
expensive as to leave no margin. Htviog 
become satisfied that they had at least 
9j0 feet on the channel, which is 60 feet 
wide, they began a little more than three 
yeirs ago to run into the ridge from the 
south side, going in a northeasterly direc­ 
tion. Tne tunnel has been extended 1.420 
feet, half of it being through veiy hard 
rock, aud is straight as an arrow. The 
stockholders have displayed commendable 
tenacity, and they are now evidently on 
the eve of realizing substantial and de­ 
served returns.—[Nevada City Transcript.

To-day the cite of the Meteu Beshi Steam­ 
ship Company vs. the Pacific Mail Steam­ 
ship Company was before Judges Sawyer and 
Hoffman in the United States Circuit Court, 
on petition for a rehearing of the motion to 
dismiss. The suit was brought by the Metsu 
Beshi Steamship Company to recover from 
defendant S3 000 for carrying the mail 
once for defendant between Shanghai and 
Yokohama. It was tried in tbe Consular 
Court, before American Consul-General Van 
Buren, at Kanagowa, Japan, and plaintiff 
obtained an allowance of $3,000. The motion 
of defendant to dismiaa was denied, and the 
case is heie now on appeal from that ruling. 
The ground of the motion to dismiss is that 
plaintiff is a corporation of citizens of JapaD, 
and therefore, under the treaty with JapaD, 
the cause should be tried by a Japanese 
Coart. The argument was heard and the 
motion taken under advisement.

.Mr. Kapp came to this coast in 1852, and had 
ever Bince that time b me an active part in 
developing the resources of the State, paying 
his special attention to farming in Alameda 
and Contra Costa counties. 
Nothing new iu regard to the whereabnu’s 
of Henry Barnard, the mbsing Principal of 
Barnard’s Business College, was learned yes­ 
terday, and his location is as great a mystery 
as ever. Many of his friends incline to the 
idea that in a despondent frame of mind, 
consequent upon the lo.-s of his property ami 
money, he committed suicide. Captain Lees 
of the detective force also inclines to the same 
opinion, and recalls the jumping overboard of 
an unrec ignized man from the Oakland ferry- 
hoat, on the night of the 25:h or 26:h of Janu­ 
ary, as tbe steamer entered the slip oa this 
sine. It is somewhat doubtful, however, 
whether the suicide was Barnard, as the 
meager description furnished by a passenger 
on the boat leads to the belief that the man 
drowned was a »tair-builder named Martin, 
belonging to Oakland, who has been missing 
since the 25th ultimo.

LOGAL JNTELLiGENCE. 


THE EAINFALL KECOBD AGAIN. 


In reference to the rainfall record of the 
l»te Dr. T. M. Logan for the year 1849-50, 
and concerning which a recent communica­ 
tion appeared in this paper, Bhowing that 
there was raia in Sacramento in September, 
1850, a member of the doctor’s family writes : 
The record of rainfall for 1849 and 1850, as 
published in a recent table given in your 
paper, is taken from the figure* and observa­ 
tions of D r. T. M. Ligan. 
D r. Logan him­ 
self was competed to rely upon insufficient 
data for some of the earlier months, for in 
the first days of the settlement of California, 
after the discovery of gold, no meteorological 
records were k pi. 
I'lea.e al'ow me here to 
give verbatim the remarks of Dr. Logan, 
taken from his record of 
bvetal 
table: 
“ The h jetal or rain table has been a r­ 
ranged according to the seasons, commencing 
with September, which is shown to be the 
first of the rainy season, and embracing the 
thirteen years since the settlem ent of the 
country. 
The monthly amounts of ra:.n 
orior to January, 1854, hsva been in a great 
measure estimated and computed according 
to the most reliable ioformation th at can be 
obtained, and are not wholly the result of our 
own positive measurements." 
Dr. L >gan did not coma to Sacramento 
till late in the fall of 1850, and we find in his 
books no r.c ird of rainfalls prior to th at 
date, and so are positiv. ly ture that the fig­ 
ures for the month of September, 1850, are 
not from his owu observations; hut that he 
obtained them from the most reliable Bource 
there can be no doubt, as his intentions al­ 
ways were to be most thorough ia all his 
investigations and records.

SHOT DOWN AT THE POETAIS OF A 
COURT. 


The K illing of J. A Estuardo by Joseph 
H urtado Y esterday—The Cor­ 
oner’s Inquest. 


Yesterday morning about half past 10 
o’clock Jose Antonio Es'.uardo, alias Spanish 
Joe, was shot and instantly killed by Joseph 
H urtado on the southeast corner of Front and 
I street». 
I t seems th at on Friday last H ur­ 
tado assaulted Estuardo, and beat him over 
the head with a pistol, in the Bank Exchange 
saloon on the com er of Second and K streets. 
A t that time he evidently intended the mur­ 
der of E-tnardo, but was prevented from con­ 
summating the act by the interference of by­ 
standers. The deceased had H urtado arrested 
on a charge of battery and it came up before 
the Police Court yesterday morning. 
W hen 
the caae was called it was continued on the 
calendar until to-day, 
Hurtado immediately 
left the Court room and proceeded to the 
saloon on the southeast corner of Front and 
1 streets. 
The deceased did not leave^ the 
building for some time afterwards. 
When 
he arrived at the southeast corner ot the 
street he was walking immediately behind 
Jam es L. W yatt. 
H urtado stepped from the 
door of the saloon in front of W yatt, placed 
his revolver over W yatt’s shoulder 


AND SHOT THE DECEASED 
Through the breast. 
The pistol was placed 
so near the face of W yatt that he was con­ 
siderably powder-burned. 
Deceased^ started 
to run, when H urtado shot him again. 
He 
fell about ten feet from where he received the 
first shot. A fter falling, H urtado leaned over 
his prostrate form, put another bulletin his 
body, and was pounding him over the head 
with the pistol—a large English navy, self- 
cocking revolver, about 44 caliber—when he 
was arrested and the p:stol taken away from 
him by officer Rider. 
H urtado was immedi­ 
ately taken ia charge of by Chief of Police 
Karcher, and confined in the City Prison. 
The wour.ded man was immediately taken 
into the Police Station, where he died in less 
than five minutes. 
The news of the murder 
spread over the city very rapidly, and in less 
than half an hour over three hundred men 
were collected in front of the C ity Prison. 
For a time it looked as though the excitement 
would become so intense th at 


LYNCHING WOULD BE RESORTED TO. 
The deceased was a man small of statnre, 
entirely unarmed. 
He has been engaged for 
several years at the steam er landings in this 
city, loading and unloading river steamers. 
He has always had the reputation of being 
an hone-t, sober and peaceable citizen. 
The 
deceased came from Marysville some years 
ago, with a wife and three children. 
His 
wife sometime since died, and two of his 
children were placed in the Protestant Orphan 
Asylum. 
A t the request of H artado, a representative 
of the K e c o k d -U n io n visited him last even- 
iog in his cell in the City Prison. 
H e was 
found reclining on his bed, apparently asleep. 
He expressed gratification on seeiDg a re­ 
porter ; was perfectly composed ; exhibited 
ao signs of excitement, and expressed no feel­ 
ings of regret. 
His story is substantially as 
follows: 
I was barn in 
Sutter Creek, 
Amador county, C a l, on the 13th day of 
November, 1853. 
For m any years I have 
been a resident of Sacramento city. 
Have 
been engaged as a runner for various hotels, 
and also have acted in the capacity of <>ilot 
on river steamers. 
1 have had a great many 
troubles in my life. 
A bout three years ago 


I KILLED JACK DEN NET 
In this city and seriously wounded his brother. 
About two years ago 1 got into an alterca­ 
tion with Ike Sunderland, and he shot me 
through the body. 
I am a married man, and 
have one child. 
The deceased and myself 
for many years were close aud intimate 
friends. 
After I was married he brought his 
children to my house and made my place his 
hom e; we were the best of friends. 
He 
seemed to think the world of my wife, and 
often told mo that “ she was too good for 
me." I thought nothing of that kind of 
talk—only laughed at it. 
A fter awhile his 
actions were so peculiar th at they excited my 
suspicions. 
I found that instead cf being a 
friend, be was the destroyer of my happi­ 
ness. 
I intercepted letters, and on facing my 
wife with incontrovertible evidence she ad­ 
m itted her guilty liaisons with the deceased. 
This broke my heart. 
I loved my wife, and 
I loved still more my child. 
I immediately 
sought out the destroyer of 
my hom->, 
exhibited to him the letters that sealed 
his guilt, and asked an explanation, 
He 
admitted all. 
H e said to me, “ I am the 
meat and yon are the knife. 
I have betrayed 
yonr friendship, ruined your home ; do with 
me as y u please.” I told him then to leave 
me alone ; nevsr to speak to me, rr-recognize 
me at any time, at any place, and never dare 
to speak to my wife. 


I WAS A BROKEN-HEARTED MAN. 
I went home, sent my wife away to her folks, 
sold out my household goods, and brcke up 
forever what a few days previous was a happy 
home. 
W hen my wife went away I told her 
th at if, after a separation of a few months, 
she could make up her mind to return 
with the honest intent ion of again being a true 
woman, aud if I could torget the wrongs done 
me, th at then, perhaps, we would be enabled 
again to live together as man and wife. 
E s­ 
tuardo, insteaJ of keeping away from the 
man w honrhe had so basely wronged, was 
contiuually thrusting his pretence upon me. 
Every time th at man spoke to me he excited 
the spirit of revenge within my breast. Only 
last week, as I walking down the ievee peel­ 
ing an orange, he stepped up to me and said, 
“ Give me a piece.” 
I handed him the 
orange, said “ Take it all” and passed cu. 
On Friday night last, as I was going up K 
street in company with others, he thrust bis 
disagreeable presence upon me again. 
I 
cursed him, told him to go away and not pro­ 
voke one whom he had so cruelly wronged. 
U p to that time, for the sake of my wife a»d 
chi'd. I had kept this m atter an entire secret 
within my breast, but it was a moldericg 
fire within my bosom. 
His action» on Friday 
evening was too .uueh for me to endure. 
I 
went to the W estern Hotel, procured a re­ 
volver, and made the assault for which I was 
arrested and arraigned in Court this morning. 
W hen I was in the Police Court to day he 
got up and asked th at I be held to answer on 
a charge of attem pt to murder. 
T hat was 
the climax of the whole business. 
That 
speech sealed his doom. 
W hen the case was 
ordered continued I stepped across the street, 
asked the boys in the saloon to take a drink, 
and when I saw him coming, 


STEPPED OUT AND SHOT HIM. 
I have letters in my possession writlen by 
him to my Wife ia the Spanish language. In 
one of thjse letters he says he contemplated 
suicide, and told her where and when to tied 
his dead body in a certain room ia the Ten 
Eyck II iuse, and that the vari us let'.ers 
th at he had recrived from her would be 
found in a certain drawer of a bureau in his 
roorr. 
The reason I pounded him over the 
head with the pistcl, af er he fell, was from 
the fact that I w.-nted to make sure of his 
death, and was reserving the extra shot in 
my pistol for myself, and was only prev-nted 
fr m taking my own life by George Rider 
taking the pistol from me. 
I presume the 
entire community is down upon me, and con­ 
demn me for the act. 
I know it was coward­ 
ly. 
I don’t deserve any sympathy, and do 
not wish any. 
I d m’t expect any mercy. 


ANOTHER VERSION. 
The Spanish and Mexican population are 
considerably exercised over this murder, and 
apparently H urtado has but few friends 
among them. 
They say th at the act was 
c mmitted more from revenge than on ac­ 
count of jeal usy. 
They say that during the 
ab etce of H urtado’s wife from town he 
was keeping and living with a woman of the 
town, familiarly known as K itty Kshoo. 
That Estuardo informed Mrs. H urtado of the 
iufidel'.ty o’ her husband, and for this, and 
this alone, w is Estuardo murdered. 


THE INQUEST. 
A t 7 o’clock last evening Coroner Vermilya 
held an inquest upon the body of E-tuardo, 
with a jury composed of M. Dusrnberg, J. 
F. Suydam. Charles Dsramon. Alfred Weber, 
Thomas Kirkpatrick, S. Sisenv n •, C. Clem­ 
ent, O. P. W ester veil, Charles McCormack, 
W. H E lis, C. Wcods aud A. C. Gardner. 
City A ttorney W . A. Anderson and D istrict 
Attorney H. L Buckley had direction cf the 
examination o* the witnesses. 
Georae K. Rider was sworn and testified 
as follows: On the 6:b day of February, 
1882, at 10 o’cl ck, I was in the Police C mrt. 
Hurtado was there, charged with battery by 
deceased 
Toe case was continued until 
Tnursday, and Hurtado and some witnesses 
walke I down stairs 
Deceased waited in the 
C ourtrn -m until H urtado had got out. 
I 
followed dowD, and as they crossed the 
street, and I was on the north line of I strett, 
decease i was on about the south line, near 
the building on the corner of I and Front 
s-reet». 
Ac th at time I taw H urtado step 
out of the s . loon on the sidewalk with a 
lsrje-sizs i s If-encking pistol in his hand. 
He stepp-d towards deceased in a quick man­ 
ner and fired a sh'-t at deceased, wno turned 
aroun.l n rth, threw up his hand* and hal­ 
looed 
end 
etepned 
toward the edge of 
the sid w»lk. 
H e staggered toward the 
middle • f th - street and fill down on hig left 
s:de about 10 or 15 feet from the s'diw alk. 
Dicea-ed r ¡sed u p a little and gaid g >me- 
thing to H urtsdo. 
H urtado fired two or 
three shots at him in quick sucjession. 
De­ 
ceased fell back and made no fur'her motion, 
bat laid aa if he were dead. 
Hurtado then 


struck deceased with his pistol two or three 
times. 
I then arrest id Hurtado by grasping 
his tight band while he was in the act of 
again striking deceas-.d with h:s p istol; took 
the piatol away from him and delivered him 
and the pistol t> the Chief of Police. 
H u r­ 
tado wag about five or eix feet from and be­ 
hind deceased when the first ehot was fired, 
and was, perhaps, eighteeu inches from de­ 
ceased when he fired the lsst shot, and I don’t 
think deceased taw H urtado when the first 
ehot was tired. 
S. P. D iane was sworn, and said : M y age 
is 55 years; am D eputy Sheriff of Yolo 
c- unty. 
A fter the adjournm ent of Court, as 
I passed in front of the City Prison I saw 
H urtado come out of Mr. W aters’ saloon 
with a large-sized pistol in his hand. 
He 
came near the edge of the sidewalk and 
raised the pistol and fired at deceased, wno 
was coming toward the prisoner. 
Deceased 
had a handkerchief over his right eye, and I 
don’t think he saw Hurtado. 
From the edge 
of the sidewalk to where he fell was about 
nine feet. 
He fell upon his left side aud par­ 
tially upon his elbow or left hand. 
Could not 
bear that be said anything on account of the 
wind blowing. 
After the first shot he raised 
partially up, and H urtado stepped close to 
him and fired two more shots in quick succes­ 
sion at deceased. 
M r. Rider, who was on the 
north side of the street, started across to ar­ 
rest H urtado. 
W hile deceased was on the 
ground, Hurtado stra .k h im three times with 
the pistol, and was in the act of striking again 
when Mr. R ider caught his arm. 
I went to 
the deceased, several gathered around, and I 
assisted Chief K archer to convey him into the 
City Prison. 
Deceased gasped once or twice 
while on the lounge in the City Prison, and 
died. 
Jacob Cantrell was sworn and said : M y 
age is 51 y ears; occupation, laborer. 
Be­ 
tween 10 and 11 o’clock to-day I was in 
Water»’ saloon, F ront and I streets. 
H ur­ 
tado and three other gentlemen, one of whom 
was named Bragg, stepped into the saloon 
and called for drinks. 
H urtado put out the 
money and said, “ Boys, we’ll take a drink.” 
He appeared to hesitate some time, about 
three urinates, before filling out his driok. 
He kept looking through the door in the di­ 
rection of the C ity Prison, and when he saw 
deceased coming from the prison he grabbed 
the door with bis left hand and pu t bis right 
hand under his coat aud quickly stepped 
upon the sidewalk and fired once at deceas»d. 
He then advanced toward deceased and fired 
a second shot. 
He again advanced and tired 
a third shot at deceased. 
H e then jumped 
upon deceased while the latter was lyiug 
downjand struck him three times with the 
pistol. 
Mr. Rider then arrested H urtado. 
M att K archer sworn—I examined deceased 
after he was shot and found no weapon upon 
his person. 
Found him lying about fifteen 
feet from the edge of the sidewalk. Conveyed 
him into the City Prison, where he died in 
about two mioutes. 
Exam ined the pistol 
taken from H urtado by officer Rider, and 
found three chambers discharged ; apparently 
lately discharged. 
Have the pistol now in 
my custody ; also the bullet extracted from 
the hand of deceased. 
Jam es U W yatt testified—Am 48 years of 
age. 
Live in Sacramento. 
Am a laborer. 
W as at the Police Court to day. 
Saw a man 
come out of the Baloon and fire a pistol. 
As 
he did so a man tell heavily against my leg. 
The shot was fired over my shoulder and 
burned my neck somewhat. 
The party who 
shot ran to the fallen man and fired two more 
shots at him and then struck him at least 
once with his pistol. 
D. Roberts, Thomas Pa'coe and Oliver 
Petterson testified and corroborated the fore­ 
going witnesses. 
J . E Leiva identified the 
body of deceased as that of Jose Antonio 
Estuardo, a native of Chile, aged about 44 
years. 
D r. W. H . Baldwin's report of a post­ 
mortem examination of the body of Estuardo 
was submitted. 
He found three gunshot 
«rounds on the body—one on the hand, an­ 
other over the right shoulder, the entrance 
being over ths spice of the shouhler-blado 
and the exit on the right a rm ; that is, at 
the outer edge of th 3 shoulder. 
Another 
wound was in the 
loft back, about two 
inches to the left of the spinal column, the 
phce of exit being between tho second and 
third ribs, one inch and a half to the right 
of the breast bone. 
The ball fractured the 
sixth rib and passed through the body íd an 
upward and inward direction, woundiDg the 
left lung, pasring into the sac of the heart, 
through the right upper part cf the heart, 
through the aorta, or large blood vessel of 
the heart, and through the border of the 
right lung and out at the wound of exit be­ 
tween the second and third ribs, an inch and 
a half to the right of the breast-bone. 
T hat 
wound would produce death in a very few 
second*. 
The jury, the case being submitted, found 
th at the name of the deceased was Joss A n­ 
tonio Estuardo, a native of Chile, aged 44, 
and that he came to his death by gunshot 
wound3 inflicted by Joseph H urtado with 
premeditation, and accusing said H urtado 
with the crime of murder.

The Exem pt Firemen always manage to 
have a right royal time a t their annual re­ 
unions. 
The “ Old B :ys” realize th at they 
have not a very long time to stay in this vale 
of tears, and propose at least once a year to 
make th at vale just as pleasant as the Jaw al­ 
lows. 
F or this purpoas they get out their 
Sunday garments in February of each year, 
go through a preparatory season of fasting, 
and set them down to a sumptuous feast, 
where they call to mind the days of the long 
ago, when they u-ed to “ ruu wid der mere 
sheen,” and tell old stories, and recount 
scrapes aud escapes, and pat one another on 
the back, and cry “ Ah, what j d y fellow» 
were we, in the good old days before these in­ 
fernal old cooking-stoves on wheels were 
brought out to take t he place of the gallant 
fire tubs of the past.” There is much of the 
romantic in the recollections of this little 
band of men, now so rapidly lessening in 
null)her, as they tell of the feats of daring th tir 
comrades took part in in those days wh-n 
the cit zen relied wholly upon the volunteer 
force for protection of his property from fire. 
They never speak, save in the most modest 
manner, and then only when compelled to do 
so to keep the connection of narrative, of their 
own achievements. 
A better evidence of the 
fact th at they were brave and generous in 
those days, as now, could not be cited. 
The 
Exempts got together again last night for 
their annual banquet, and as they looked 
down the line before being seated in Fisher’s 
ample banquet-room, they noted here and 
there vacant places—places that were last 
year, or the year before at least, filled by men 
then as strong and vigorous as any last night 
present. 
B ut beyond a nigh for the memory 
of those gone before, the “ old volunteers” 
did not allow the ghosts of the past to disturb 
the pleasures of the present. They could to t, 
would not, for any considerations, forget their 
dead and gone comrades ; but they knew the 
shadowy boys well enough to kuow that if 
they were at that moment shaking their im­ 
m aterial wings over the spread of good things, 
and if they were in reality speaking to them 
in the unheard language of the sweet by-and- 
by, they were shouting with all the vigor of 
spiritual lungs, “ Go in, old fellows, and have 
a good time, and don’t you mind us for a 
miuute.” 
So they sat down, fifty-four in 
number, and began the dhcupsion of a ban­ 
quet which did honor to their own liberality, 
their gastronomic tastes and Fisher’s abili v 
to cater, for it was a banquet th at was ample, 
varied as to dishes, and choice as to the food 
and the manner of its service and preparation. 
It was noted that at this banquet no wines or 
liquors were serv d. 
When the viands had been sufficiently dis­ 
cussed, the Chairman, President Grove L.

record the Exem pts would leave to the 
criticism of the community. 
H e gave as the 
first toast “ The City of Sacramento ; where 
we wen onr exempt cettificates and dispensed 
our charity.” Responded to by Judge W. A. 
Henry, who paid a high tribute to this city of 
homes. 
Mr. Johnson then gave the toast, “ The 
Old B ys.” Responded to by Daniel Brown 
in a very pleasant manner. 
The next toast was " The County of Sacra­ 
mento.” Responded to by D istrict Attorney 
Bu'-kley. He referred to the trials the c unly 
had been subjected to in ths past, and dwett 
feelingly upon tl,9 generous character of the 
people, their pluck and perseverance, and the 
attracti bs tf the city and its vicinity to 
those who have their homes here.

AN ITALIAN TRAGEDY.

Considerable astonishm ent has been pro 
duced in th e stately capital of L im bardy 
by the verdict recently pronounced b> t 
M ilanese jury in the following curious case. 
It appears th at one evening last June, Ter- 
esina la Fioraia, a flower-girl of extraor­ 
dinary beauty, was returning to her lodg­ 
ing from a performance a t the IU nz Circus, 
when as she stepped out of a cab a t her 
door, a cloaked figure spraug upon her from 
th e portico w ith a menacing gesture and 
then vanished in th e darkness, having, 
however, contrived 
to inflict a severe 
wound on her rig h t cheek, w ith one dexter­ 
ous cut of a razor as he brushed past her. 
U ttering a piercing scream, she fell, bleed­ 
ing profusely, to the ground, whence ehe 
was presently picked up and conveyed to 
the hospital, disfigured for life. 
The police 
succeeded in discovering the author of this 
barbarous outrage, a N eapolitan by birth, 
who, strange to say, had no personal grudge 
against his victim, bu t had undertaken to 
m utilate her on behalf of a friend whom she 
had greviously offended. 
For some m onths 
previous to the catastrophe in question 
Terecina had carried on a liason w ith a 
han isome young volunteer in the N ovara 
regim ent of Lancers, as j-alous as he was 
loving. 
W earied a t last of his jealousy, 
she threw him over, and openly transferred 
her affections to another of h er m any ad­ 
m irers. 
Driven to despair by her fickle­ 
ness, th e youthful Lancer confided his sor­ 
rows to a comrade, th e N eapolitan above 
alluded to, who, observing th at “ in Naples 
it was tbe cn9tom for jilted lovers to set 
th eir m ark on th e faitnless destroyer of 
their peace,” off-red to act as his friend’s 
avenger, and did »o w ith th e result al­ 
ready stated. Incredible as it m ay appear, 
the ju ry before which he and his comrade 
were tried a few days ago acquitted both 
culprits, on the amazing ground, M the im ­ 
puLes of j alousy being irresistible, as all 
men know, th e accused could not be held 
responsible f tr actious com m itted under 
th e influence of th a t overwhelm ing pa* 
sien.”

tem of female slavery,” says Boyton, “ is 
much more extensive than the public gen­ 
erally supposes. 
Snores of w hite men are 
accum ulating w ealth from the physical 
labor of these poor women and their ch il­ 
dren.” 
Boyton says th a t a few years ago a 
white w oodcutter bought a twelve-year-old 
ludían 
girl for $150 at th e B irthold 
Ageticy, and it was regarded there as an 
oroinary business transaction. 
As all the 
half-breed children are entitled to rations 
and clothing from the Indiau agencies, the 
im portsncem f this immoral slavery, as to 
mere m atter of governm ental economy, is 
self-evident. 
This is a phase of the Indian 
question which is k ept in th e background, 
b u t it is a fruitful source of evil and m isery 
which dem ands im m ediate

United Stains Senate. 
W ashington, February 6:h. — Morgan 
offered a concurrent resolution for the adop­ 
tion of a reciprocity treaty between the 
United States and Mexico. 
The order to print was tabled. 
Williams then made a tariff Bpeech on tie 
Morrill bill. 
_ 
The Senate then resumed consideration of 
Ingalls’ resolution declaring that the pension 
arrears law ought not to be repealed. 
Ingalls moved to modify the amendment 
declaring in favor of pensions to soldiers of 
the Mexican war, so as to limit it to the 
needy or disabled. 
Ingalls, in the course of a short epeccli, 
said Senators were not aware of the propor­ 
tion which the casualty list reached dcriug 
the war. The grand total of pensionable 
cases prima facie on the rolls of the War 
Department, was 620,545; that is to say, 
there were that many cases entitled to pen­ 
sions if every man who died had dependent a 
relative, and every one discharged for ina­ 
bility had a claim. Since I860, 380 361 pen­ 
sions had been eranted by reason of death or 
disabilities, so there were still, according to 
the War Depsrtment rolLs, 233,881 pension­ 
able C3s=p, in whirh no application at all had 
ever been made. This was a conclusive an­ 
swer to the charge that the pension list had 
been swollen by fraud, and we may hereafter 
look for very large concessions to the roll 
without any presumption of fraul. ^As to 
the aggregate of cases placed there, it was 
true that the aggregate required to pay pen­ 
sions was stupendous, but this was because 
the war itself was gigantic and colossal. 
Ingalls had something to say of himself and 
his traducers, and was followed by Hawley. 
Without action, the resolution was laid 
aside for the executive session, 
A bill was introduced by Hill of Colorado, 
for the cancellation of illegal entries and sales 
of public lands, and for refunding the pur­ 
chase money. 
After an executive session, the Senate ad­ 
journed. Ilnnse of Representatives. 
W ashington, February 6th. — Belmont 
elf-, red a resolution for the transcript of Jacob 
K. Shepherd’s letters and replies on 61e in the 
State Department, and copies of any other 
letters not already communicated, from which 
the names of persons and firms had been 
omitted, and requesting the President to state 
what measures were taken to recover the let­ 
ters declared to be missing from the files of the 
Depsrtment. Adopted. 
_ 
Springer introduced a resolution asking the 
President for information as to the right or 
authority under which the República of North 
and South America were invited to send 
Commissioners to a Peace Congress in Wash­ 
ington in November, 1882. Adopted.^ 
Cobb presented a resolution asking the 
Secretary of the Interior for all information 
concerning the land grants of railroads, the 
names, the number of acres and the compa­ 
nies which failed to complete their roads within 
the legal time. Referred. 
A bill was introduced by Willis, authoriz­ 
ing the withdrawal from warehouses, without 
tax, of alcohol and other spirits, to be used 
in the manufactura or manipulation of to­ 
bacco. 
The Public Bnildings Committee has 
authorized a favorable repnrt on bills for the 
construction of a 8200,000 building in Denver 
instead of a $300,000 building, and reducing 
the amount for Peoria from §400,000 to 
§225 000 
By Robinson of New York—Directing the 
Attorney-General to communicate to the 
House his opinion in writing on the follow­ 
ing question: “ If Joseph Warren Keifer, 
Speaker cf the House, or Alonzo B. Cornell, 
or Charles Carroll, a laborer under the De 
partment of Public Works in the City e.l 
New York, each being a citiz.mof the United 
States, should visit any part of the British 
Empire and ehnuld there be arrested without 
having committed any crime, or having any 
crime definitely alleged against him, could 
the English Government, by suspending the 
writ of habeas corpns, or otherwise, lawiully 
detain him on indefinite suspicion without 
trial, and withont any right in our Govern­ 
ment to demand his release 7 Also, his opin­ 
ion on the application of the law of July 27, 
1868. to such cases, and ths President’s duty 
under it. 
Also, calling on the Secretary of tho Treas­ 
ury for the terms of the contract for printing 
revenue stamps on bauk checks ; and for in­ 
formation as to whether the parties holding 
the contracts are citizens of the United States 
or aie titled subjects »f foreign Governments. 
Page and Rosecrans introduced resolutione 
to reorganize the Courts of the United States, 
and to provide for Appellate Courts. 
Mills of Texas introduced a resolution call­ 
ing on the Secretary of the Interior for in 
formation aa to the number of acres of pub­ 
lic land that have been granted by Congress, 
both directty to the corporations and through 
the States, and what railroads have been 
subsidized, and the number of acres granted 
to each ; also directing him to report to the 
House the net earnings of the Central Pa­ 
cific, the Kansas Pacific, the Union Pacific, 
and the Central Branch of the Union Pacific 
and the Sioux City and Pacific R rilroads, 
from the commencement of operations of 
each of the said companies to the present 
rime. Referred to the Committee oa Public 
Lands. 
Bayne of Pennsylvania offered a resolution 
that Thomas Shields and two other citizens 
of the United States were confined in jail in 
Mexico for a breach of civil contract; that 
they wrote to Minister Morgan, but received 
no answer, and directing the Secretary of 
Stale to examine into the matter, and report 
tKp 
to the House. Adopted. 
Jujea of Vermont moved to suspend the 
rules snd pass the bill for the appointment of 
Commissioners on the subject of the alcohol 
liquor traffic. 
Bragg of Wisconsin demanded a second 
motion, which was seconded—72 to 60. 
A vote was then taken upon the adoDtion 
of the motion. Lost—yeas 112, nays 98, the 
necessary two-thirds in the affirmative. 
This was a strict party vote, except Betts- 
hover, Culbertson. Jones of Arkansas, Ladd, 
Simonton and Vance, who voted with the 
Republicans in the affirmative, and Davis cf 
Illinois, Young and Gunther of Wieconsin, 
with the Democrats in the negative. Ad- 
j-urned. 
M iscellaneous W ashington Item s. 
W ashington, February 6th.—Brevet Ma­ 
jor-General Meigs, Quartermaster-General, 
and Brigadier-General Latham W. Brown, 
Paymaster-General, have been placed upon 
the retired list. 
The President sent the following nomina­ 
tions to the Senate to-day: Colonel Daniel 
H. Riecker. Assistant Quartermaster-Gen­ 
eral, to be Quartermaster-General, vice Gen­ 
eral Moigs, retired; Mrjor William R. 
Rochester. Paymaster, vice General Brown, 
retired ; Frank O’Neal, Postmaster at Steu­ 
benville, Ohio. 
The National Republican editorially states 
that it has undergone a change of ownership. 
The price paid was §35,000 cash for control, 
although General Brady at first asked £45,­ 
000. Gorham, for the present at least, 
remains as editor. The paper has two edi­ 
torials this morning, which are severe on 
Blaine, and charge him with misrepresenta­ 
tion in the South American business. 
Colonels Haler and Lugenbell were also re­ 
tired to-day. The retirement of Surgeon- 
General Barnes is ia abeyance, pending the 
pcbabV action of Congress retiring him with 
advanced rank. 
The Senate to-day confirmed the appoint­ 
ments of W. S. Armstrong, of Pennsylvania, 
aa Commissioner of Railroads, and George G.

Berry. Colfax, W. T. 
The Grand Jury are now inquiring into the 
so-called straw bid cases in the Postoffice De­ 
partment, which has occupied the attention 
of the Police Conrt the past week. 
The Secretary of the Interior haa modified 
the ruling by ex-Secretary Schurz, by whi„h 
any useful timber heretofore excluded can 
dow be planted under the Timber Culture Ac*. 


The Hinse sub-committee favors the ad­ 
mission of Washington Territory as a State. 
Congreasnien Caught Sapping. 
W a sh in g to n, February 6th.—Iu the House 
to-day Burrows of Miccigan moved to sus­ 
pend the rules and pass the bill defining the 
qualifications of Territorial Delegates in the 
House of Representatives. 
It provides that 
no person who íb guilty of bigamy or polyg­ 
amy shall be eligible to a seat in Congress as 
Delegate from any Territory. The House 
was in a very inattentive mood, and when the 
Speaker put the question there were few 
responses. He, however, declared the mo­ 
tion carried, and the bill passed. It was 
only then that a buist of laughter apprised 
many members of the measure which had 
been adopted. 
Another Scandal Probnblr. 
W ashington, February Cib.—The passage 
of the resolution in the House to-day, calling 
upon the State Department to supply the 
names omitted from the letters by Shep­ 
herd to the Department relative to the Pe­ 
ruvian company, it is said, will bring to light 
the fact that two or three Senators were in­ 
terested with Shepherd. Senator Blair Í3 
prepared to make a personal explanation of 
his relations to the matter, in which it is 
represented that he was informed by officers 
of the State Department before accepting 
bis retainer, that the snbjsct could never 
come before Congreis, and was purely a 
private enterprise. 
B earing Postponed. 
W a sh in g to n, February 6tb. — Delegate 
Cannon, the Mormon apostle, has asked the 
House Judiciary Committee to delay action 
on the Shellabarger bill to suppress polyg­ 
amy. One reason he gives is his own great 
giief at the news of the death of one of his 
wives. He desires to be heard by the com­ 
mittee before the bill is acted upon. It has 
been decided to postpone the hearing until 
Wednesday. 
The New Orleans “ Excursión.** 
New Orleans, Februiry 6;h — Everything 
is in readiness for the Ryan-Sullivan excur­ 
sion to-morrow. The first train, embracing 
thirty-four passenger coaches, will land at 4 
A. M.It is understood that the battle-ground will 
be between R’golett Pass and Christian. 
Ths Chicago, Cincinnati and Memphis con­ 
tingents arrived to-night. Betting continues 
about even. 
During the day it was reported that the 
Governor would stop the fight. He was as­ 
sured positively that the battle-ground was 
not beyond the State line, but at a point on 
the New Orleans and Mobile Railroad, within 
the limits of Louisiana, and it looked at one 
time as if ths mill would be postponed. 
Late in the evening Sullivan agreed to the 
choice of a place beyond the Louisiana line. 
He would not, however, sign new articles.

MORE ABOUT THE “ MILL.” 
New York, February 7th—a. m.—The 
Herald's New Orleans special on the coming 
prize tight says : The place selected by the 
Ryan party, who had the naming of the bat­ 
tle-ground, was Fort Chefmenteur, near Lake 
Fonchartrain ; but when Governor McHenry 
learned this he at once forbade the fighter* 
from Using the grounds there, stating that it 
was Government property, and he considered 
it his duty to protect it from being nsed for any 
such degrading purpose as prize fighting. A 
change of base had to be made, and a council 
of war was called immediately. 
New 
articles had to be drawn up, and after hurry­ 
ing from camp to camp, a satisfactory 
arrangement was made, and the parties 
met at a private house, where quite a stormy 
discu aim ensued. Joe Gcss said to Sulii- 
vaD, wbo was present, “ Don’t sign these 
articles. Paddy Ryan is not his name ; it is 
Patrick.” Every one present was non­ 
plussed at this, and thought that there 
would be no fight; but Harry Hill said that 
tho fight should no* fall through, snd that he 
would take a coach and see if Ryan would 
sign Patrick instead of Paddy. This he did, 
and in two hours Hill returned with the new 
articles drawn up, with Ryan’s signature 
properly attached. Sullivan than signed the 
articles, to the great delight of the tporting 
fraternity. 
Tke present law against prize-fighting 
pissed one house of the Legislature only, 
and has not yet become the law of the State 
of Mississippi, and in that State the tight 
will take place. There will be the largest 
crowd at the ring fide to witness this fight 
that ever appeared before on a like occasion 
in America. The fight will be beyond dou’o; 
a grand one for the time it will last, but the 
opinion seems to be general that it will mu 
la.-t long, as neither of the men can withstand 
the powerful blows th“y will have to receive 
from each other. Half an hour 11 most is all 
that is allowtd by the traiuers of the men as 
the time for the battle to last, and each is 
sanguine that his charge will win in that time. 
The South American Qneslion- 
New Yobk, February 6th.—The Tribune's 
editorial says: The account given in tho 
Washington dispatches that the instructions 
to Trescott were considered and ameuded by 
President Arthur disposes of the silly story 
that he was not fully aware of their purport 
and approved them. It appears that the 
document was twice read to him. At the 
first reading he made four alterations in it, 
and supported the addition of a paragraph 
which Blaine himself wrote. After hearing 
the instructions read as thus amended, ha 
gave them his or qualified approval. Further­ 
more their general scope was the subject of 
conversation between the President and Tres- 
cott before they were put upon paper, and 
the sentence which Freiir.ghuysen afterward 
made the text of his revoking dis 
pitch was written by Tiescott after 
that conversation, and not by Blaine. 
NjthiDg remains to be said about the remark­ 
able chaDge which came over our diplo­ 
macy, after Frelinghuysen succeeded Blaine, 
except that the President altered his mind all 
of a sudden. A bold and possibly too ag- 
gre»8¡ve policy, for which the President was re­ 
sponsible, was converted in a day into one of 
timid and retreating conservatism. Perhaps 
Blaine made a mistake in too vigorously op­ 
posing the annexation of Peruvian territory 
by Chile, but his policy was Arthur’s policy 
up to the time he left the State Department, 
and if it was not in all respects wise, Arthur 
was fully committed to it.

The exportation 
of wine to France has largely increased of 
late years. 
A process of tanning with bichromate of 
potash has recently been discovered, and a 
company, which includes a number of cap­ 
italists in New York and some Boston 
leather dealers, says the Springfield Repub­ 
lican, have bought chrome mines in Cali­ 
fornia, and will manufacture the bichro­ 
mate and carry on a tanning business. 
One million boxes of tin, representing an 
average value of £900,000, arc annually ex­ 
ported fromEngland into theUnited States, 
to be used for the sole purpose of canning 
various kinds of food products.
